Huber parted company with his party, first 
boycotting the Republican caucus in the Senate 
in a clash of personalities with Senator Emil 
Tjockwood (R-Elm Hall), then by declining to 
take his chances with concensus. 

Huber was consistently nega­ 
tive. He voted against parochiaid, pollution con­ 
trol, the utilities tax for Detroit, the cigarette 
tax, the minimum wage and the apportionment 
of recreation bond issue money. 
He declined to vote on liberalizing abortion 
laws, the citizens grand jury, the reduction of 
property tax credits to balance the budget, and 
Detroit school decentralization. 
Huber’s positive vote on a major issue this 
year came on a bill doubling the points a truck 
driver could receive for traffic violations before 
losing his license.

Conservativism sincerely espoused and wise­ 
ly applied is a legitimate cause. Obstructionism 
for its own sake is not.

Necessary Noise? 


Few Senators are more liberal than Philip 
Hart, D-Mich., few more conservative than Ro­ 
man Hruska, R-Neb. Yet these two legislators, 
holding profoundly different viewpoints, have 
joined together in sponsoring a bill that could 
do much to restore order and reason to Amer­ 
ica’s campuses and streets. 
Their legislation is the First Amendment 
Fredoms Act which would empower federal 
courts to punish interference with freedom of 
speech from whatever source it might arise. 
Moreover it would enable those whose rights 
have been violated to recover damages. 
Provisions of this law would apply most 
obviously to professional agitators and unruly 
students who disrupt classes, prevent others 
from speaking, and seek to force their minority 
viewpoint upon the majority. By law they would 
be compelled to raspect the rights of others. 
So would public officials and college admin­ 
istrators who attempt to suppress lawful, peace­ 
ful dissent. 
One of the tragedies of the last few years 
is that the disruptive, disdainful actions of min­ 
ority of students have tended to generate an 
equal and opposite reaction. As these forces 
collide, each disrespecting the other, there seem­ 
ingly is no room for intelligence or reason or 
a mature regard for the freedoms guaranted by 
the Constitution. 
The First Amendment Freedoms Act pro­ 
vides procedures for enforcing rights which 
Americans enjoy, but too frequently abuse. Its 
passage could not possibly make matters worse 
and might, indeed, make them better.

Every year new areas of in­ 
tolerance appear to make life 
more hazardous, though no less 
interesting, for those of us who 
comment on public affairs.

One is not permitted to argue 
that the North American con­

Similarly it is now more than

Such organizations as 
the Sierra Club and the Citi­ 
zens League Against the Sonic 
Boom are telling us that the 
faster-than-sound plane, when 
it comes, will ruin the quality 
of life by creating fifty-miie- 
wide thunderclaps. ‘‘Who needs 
such speed at the expense of 
our eardrums?”, asks Senator 
William Proxmire of Wisconsin 
and Congressman S. R. Yates of 
Illinois. And why should the 
taxpayer be asked to pay a bil­ 
lion dollars for the development 
of a plane that will infest the 
world with ‘‘noise pollution?"

These are pertinent questions, 
no doubt. But the answer of the 
Boeing Company, which wants 
to build the SST, is that much 
of the world is covered by wa­ 
ter. By 1985, when some version 
of the SST — it could be a 
French and British version or 
even a Soviet version -—will be 
flying the oceans, some 256 bil­ 
lion revenue passenger miles 
per year will be accounted for 
by supersonic travel. Twenty- 
five million separate Americans, 
or IO per cent of our 1985 popu­ 
lation, will be using the SST 
for vaulting over water, bypass­ 
ing the continents, the islands 
and the estuaries where ‘‘noise 
pollution” might still be a con­ 
sideration. 
The point is that someone is 
going to build an SST, and it 
had better be the U.S. What off- 
the-cuff economists 
such 
as 
Senator Proxmire don’t under­ 
stand is that forfeiture of our 
leadership in the more complex 
manufacturing skills offers us 
nothing more than a one-way 
ticket to the poorhouse. The 
taxpayer may be saving short­ 
term money if our “R. and D.” 
(research and development) bill 
for aircraft decreases. But he 
will become a taxpayer in a

What the taxpayer must un­ 
derstand is that the U.S. is 
slowly being pressed to the wall 
in the international trade that 
is the key to sustaining the 
value of the dollar. Twenty- 
five years ago we lost some of 
our edge in the motion picture 
market to England, France, and 
Italy. Fifteen years ago we re­ 
linquished the maritime ship 
building market to Japan, Ger­ 
many, and North Ireland. Just 
one year and a half ago we lost 
our lead in automobiles; the 
Volkswagen, the Toyota, and 
other foreign cars were re­ 
sponsible for a $1.4 billion defi­ 
cit in our automobile import- 
export balance. Next year we 
shall probably drop behind the 
Asian countries — Japan, Hong 
Kong, Taiwan — in ‘‘avionics,” 
or airplane electronic compon­ 
ents. The only big earner in 
foreign trade left to use are the 
more advanced computers and 
airplanes. 
And now Senator Proxmire 
is arguing that we should let the 
airplane market of the Nine­ 
teen Eighties go by forfeit to 
other nations. We now account 
for 85 per cent of the free world 
aircraft market; it has paid us 


$16 billion in balance-of-pay- 
ment revenue over a ten-year 
period. In the decade of the 
Eighties, which must be pre­ 
pared for now, it will be worth 
three billion dollars a year in 
foreign trade if we come in first 
with an SST. If France and 
England win the market, we 
shall be taking the dollar chute 
to economic oblivion. 
In the battle for air develop­ 
ment supremacy it is a ‘‘must” 
to offer a whole "family” of 
planes to prospective purchas­ 
ers. The U.S., with the 747, the 
DC-10 and the L-1011, now sup­ 
plies the blue ribbon jumbo, the 
airbus, and the workaday types.

NEW YORK (AP) - A muta­ 
tion in the species Debtor Am er­ 
ic anus may be making its ap­ 
pearance. Statistical evidence of 
its emergence has not yet been 
compiled, but an unusual num­ 
ber of people appear to have its 
characteristics. 
Americans are big debtors 
and have been since World War 
II. More than $120 billion is now 
owed by consumers, $36 billion 
of it for automobiles and $30 bil­ 
lion more for personal loans. 
That’s why the mutation is in­ 
teresting: it’s quite a contrast to 
the familiar species. 
What is it called? The credit 
card dropout. What are its char­ 
acteristics? A weariness with fi­ 
nancial problems that justly or 
unjustly are attributed to the 
credit card. 
One mutation, a well paid in­ 
dividual who enjoys living close 
to his limit, described his situa­ 
tion the other day. 
“I was planning a trip to Eu­ 
rope this October with my wife 
and four kids. I think it’s wise to 
let youngsters see and observe 
the places they read about in 
their books. I thought I could af­ 
ford it. 
“My wife told me that she and 
the children needed clothes for 
the trip and I didn’t object. I 
told her to go out and buy them, 
that she had the cards. I didn’t 
question her anymore; I make a 
good salary and have outside in­ 
come, too. 
“In fact I felt so good I went 
out and bought $120 worth of 
ties. I know that sounds absurd, 
but I buy ties every two years 
and never in between. It’s not 
that I’m extravagant; I don’t 
keep that kind of money on mc, 
but I do have credit cards.” 
Then the bills came in. 
“I knew they looked awfully 
big and I began to get worried 
about them. But can you imag­ 


ine, when I added them up I 
found I owed $3,800. Now the 
trip is off and so are the credit 
purchases. 
I’m 
paying 
cash 
from now on.” 
Check with your friends and 
you’ll probably find a similar 
experience, although hopefully 
on a smaller scale. Families 
have been cutting back since 
the economy began drifting into 
recession. And now many fami­ 
lies feel they do not have ade­ 
quate 
control 
over 
expenses 
when several cards are out­ 
standing.

The council on Jan. 30 declared 
South Africa's retention of the 
former German colony on the 
northwest frontier illegal. 
For years South Africa has re­ 
jected all U.N. attempts to get it I 
out of South-West Africa, 
a 
mostly desert area the size of 
Texas and Oklahoma with about 
600,000 
people, 
most of them 
blacks, which South Africa took j 
over under a League of Nations i 
mandate. 
All 
such 
mandates 
were supposed to have been 
transferred to the United Na- i 
tnons. 
The world court’s 15 judges, 
who draw animal salaries and 
allowances totaling $461,700, is­ 
sued their last judgment Feb. 5, 
rn a Spanish case. Through the 
years, the court has handed 
down 31 binding judgments in 
two-party cases. It also has giv­ 
en 13 nonbinding advisory opi­ 
nions, ll requested by the U.N. 
General Assembly and two by 
U.N. specialized agencies.

Rain Thins Out 


New York Smog 


By The Associated Press 
New York City maintained a 
first-level air pollution alert to­ 
day but rain in the city and else­ 
where along the Eastern Sea­ 
board had thinned the threat of 
a smothering blanket of smog. 
Showers Wednesday brought 
temporary relief to New York, 
Philadelphia, 
Baltimore 
and 
Washington, But the stagnant 
air mass responsible for the pol­ 
lution was not expected to move 
until the weekend. 
No immediate health hazard 
WU seen in New York or else­ 
where although a smog “advi­ 
sory” remained in effect in the 
nation’s capital and an air pollu­ 
tion warning was out tor the 
State of Georgia. 
Mayor John V. Lindsay de­ 
clared Wednesday that air pol­ 
lution m New York had reached 
i crisis levels and invoked the 
first stage of a four-step pollu­ 
tion control program. 
Under the measure, city gar­ 
bage burning was reduced by 20 
per cent and city hospitals and 
housing projects were told to 
prepare to shut down incinera­ 
tors 
if necessary. The same 
warning went to private land­ 
lords. 
Ultimately the program could 
lead to banning private autos 
from congested parts of the city 
but for the moment the mayor 
simply urged motorists to limit 
nonessential driving. 
Lindsay’s action was unusual 
in that it was not preceded by 
the Weather Bureau’s issuing a 
warning of high air pollution po­ 
tential.

GM Predicted 


Strike Target 


DETROIT TAP)—“It will be 
GM,” the man said. He empha­ 
sized “will.” GM meant General 
Motors. 
What he was saying is that 
General Motors will be the tar­ 
get of the United Auto Workers 
Union in winning a pattern- 
setting new contract affecting 
some 730,000 workers directly 
and hundreds of thousands more 
indirectly. 
And the man speaking was 
one of the 25 members of the 
UAW’s International Executive 
Board who will vote on the 
naming of the target, perhaps 
some two weeks before current 
three-year pacts expire Sept. 14 
at GM, Ford and Chrysler. 
Public target-naming usually 
is delayed while the union hunts 
for a soft spot and to avoid a 
slow-down in bargaining at non­ 
targets, which know the UAW 
will be back later demanding 
they match or improve on the 
original. 
Leonard 
Woodcock, 
who 
moved up from GM Department 
director to UAW president upon 
the death of Walter P. Reuther 
last May. openly advocated GM 
as the target in 1967 and he 
indicated a yen before Reuther’s 
death 
to take on 
the 
auto 
world’s giant this time. 
There will be no final decision 
before 
the 
Executive 
Board 
finally casts its ballots on a 1970 
target, and there were some 
strong indications in 1967 that 
GM 
would be it that time 
around. Ford, however, ended 
up as target. 
Three years ago the UAW’s 
strike fund had a balance of 
only $65 million, whereas it now 
has mare than $112 million and 
is expected to go to $120 million 
plus by mid-September. 
A kitty of $120 million would 
carry the UAW for more than 
six weeks, if it called out all 
its 400,000 GM members, mean­ 
while picking up the tab for 
their life, medical and other 
insurance. It would, of course, 
last longer at, Ford or Chrysler.

When you’re told to take 
a person’s temperature, it is 
often assumed that every­ 
body knows just how this ia 
done properly. And when it 
isn’t done just right, the re­ 
sulting misinformation can 
be dangerous. 
Hold the instrument firm­ 
ly ait the top (never by the 
bulb) and shake it with a 
quick flick of the wrist until 
it registers 95 degrees F or 
less. To read it, roll it back 
and forth between your fing­ 
ers — still holding it by the 
top — until you can clearly 
sec the ribbon of mercury. 
'Hie degree of temperature is 
recorded at the top of the 
ribbon. 
Make 
sure the patient 
hasn’t had a hot or cold 
drink within 
15 
minutes 
prior to taking the tempera­ 
ture Place the thermometer 
under his tongue, tell him 
to close his mouth, and leave 
the thermometer in place for 
at least three minutes. 
Read 
th e 
thermometer 
again, carefully and quickly. 
An arrow usually marks the 
ivtrmal range between 98 
and 99 degrees. Slight varia­ 
tions are usually not im­ 
portant, but should lie noted. 


After using it, the ther­ 
mometer should be cleaned 
with cotton balls saturated 
in cool water and soap. Rub 
firmly to get into the grooves 
and around the bulb. Never 
put the thermometer in hot 
water, since it reads only 
up to HO degrees and will 
break at higher tempera­ 
tures. Clean it off twice, and 
then “rinse” with clean cot­ 
ton saturated with cool wat­ 
er. Always store the ther­ 
mometer in its case when 
not in use, to keep it clean 
and safe.

Says Legislative 
Ties Instrumental 
In Campus Arrests 
GRAND RAPIDS (AP) — An 
official of Michigan State Uni­ 
versity has conceded during tes­ 
timony in federal court that the 
arrest of 132 persons in the 
school’s student union were mo­ 
tivated in part by a desire to 
maintain good relations with a 
critical Legislature. 
Edwin Reulinig, assistant di­ 
rector of MSU student activities, 
testified Tuesday in U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court at Grand Rapids 
where those arrested in the May 
19 incident are seeking a federal 
injunction 
against 
Ingham 
County prosecution on the loi­ 
tering charges. Judge Noel P. 
Fox did not set a date for his 
decision. 
The 132 were arrested in the 
student union building at East 
Lansing during 
a 
period of 
campus unrest. Reuling testi­ 
fied at the injunction hearing 
that each evening for a month 
before the incident “there was 
sdme kind of violence, some 
kind of threat” on the campus. 
Reuling’s concession that re­ 
lations 
with 
the 
Legislature 
were a factor in the arrests 
came during examination by 
attorneys representing the per­ 
sons who had been arrested. 
It was pointed out in the 
hearing that good relations be­ 
tween the university and Legis­ 
lature are important because 
the law making body controls 
appropriations for the institu­ 
tion’s budget. 


New-Type Boxcar 
Will Be Tested 
As Auto Hauler 
DETROIT (AP)—A new box­ 
car which carries automobiles 
hanging nose down is being 
tested as a solution to the in­ 
creasing problem of vandalism, 
which, according to an industry 
official, averages $4 in damage 
for every car shipped by rail. 
Each of the specially designed 
Southern Pacific Railroad cars 
is set up to carry 30 af General 
Motors Corp.’s new subcompact 
Vega 2300s. 
The huge boxcars have five 
doors on each side. The doors, 
which are hinged on the bottom, 
are lowered and three cars are 
driven onto each door. The cars 
are held in place by hooks which 
fit into special sockets built into 
the auto frames. The doors are 
then lifted into place and the 
autos travel in closed cars, pro­ 
tected from rock throwers or 
thieves. 
Special steps are taken to 
prevent gasoline, oil, water or 
battery fluid from leaking while 
the cars are held in a vertical 
position.
